Whatever  of  narrow- 
ness once  inhered  in  the  Calvinistic  tenets 
of  these  Churthes  has  been  completely 
shak«n  off.  Thjy  have  a seal  for  the  sal- 
vation of  the  .whole  world.  The  active 
and  intelligent  [participation  of  the  laymen 
was  especially  gratifying.  One  of  them 
was  made  president  of  tl^e  Convention.’’ — 
Christian  Advocate. 

The  above  editorial  paragraph  is  all 
that  the  Christian  Advocate,  of  Nashville, 
the  gfeat  eonneutional  paper  of  the  South- 
ern Methodist  Church,  or  “connection,” 
as  “fhey  seem  {o  prefer  to  put  it,”  had  to 
say  uhout  the  rjieeting  and  work  of  the 
jv>nt^ern  Baptist  Convention,  thelargest, 
most, learned  and  pious  body  of  Christians 
that  ever  hold  annual  or  periodical  meet- 
ings *ny where  on  the  earth.

The  Choir. 

Dear  Bro.  Editor:— 

I wrote  a short  article  for  your  paper 
not  long  since  on  church  choirs.  As  1 did 
not  say  all  that  I think  ought  t<i  have 
been  said,  I beg  now  to  say^a  few  things 
more,  that  it  stems  to  me,  are  worth  con- 
sidering. 

In  the. first  place,  is  there  any  difference 
between  one  singing  in  a church  choir  and 
sinking  in  the  congregation?  I think  there 
is,  and  a great  deal  ol  difference.  Those 
who  sing  in  the  congregation  do  |o  of 
thiir  own  nccord  and  on  their  own  ac-1 
coant,  the  church  being  in  no  way  respon- 
sible for  them,  whatever  their  moral  char- 
acter or  social  standing  may  be  ih  the 
community.  Because  the  church  houjse  is 
a place  of  public  assembly,  not  only  free  to 
all  who  may  please  to  go  there,  bjpt  all 
people  arc  invited  to  be  present  and  attend 
upon  the  services  of  the  sanctuary. 

It  is  the  privilege  of  any  one  attending 
the  meeting  to  sing  with  the  congregation 
if  [they  may  choose  to  do  so,  and  noi  one, 
or  (even  the  church,  has  a right  to  object. 
While  any  one  may  become  a subject  of 
criticism  by  others  if  his  moral  and  social 
standing  is  not  thought  to  lie  in  keeping 
with  his  taking  part  in  the  song  service, 
yet  it  is  never  a reflection  upon  the  jtobd 
najne  of  the  church,  for  the  reason  that 
th^  church  is  not  a party  to  it,  and  there- 
fore, in  no  way,  responsible  for  it. 

But  how  is  it  if  such  a one  is  iti  the 
chpir?  The  relation  between  the  chjirch 
an(I  the  choir  is  quite  different  fronj  the 
relationship  between  the  church  and  the 
congregation,  although  the  choir  |nay 
sometimes  be  as  large,  or  larger  than  , the 
congregation.  The  choir  is  an  orgnifiza- 
tiajn  within  the  church,  either  authorized 
by  the  church,  or  acquiesced  in,  or  periiiit- 
ted  by  iihe  church,  and  in  either  case!  the 
church  is  responsible  to  God  for  its  ^<>n- 
duct,'  and  it  may  be  added,  will  certainly 
belheld  responsible  by  the  world. 

The  place  that  attracts  the  devil’s!!  at- 
tention most  af  all,  is  the  house  of  God. 
He  pays  his  respects  to  the  pulpit,  seeks  to 
mike  the  preacher  feel  his  self-importmice, 
that  he  may  place  himself  between  Christ 
arid  the  people.  And  if  there  is  a choir 
thfcre,  he  (the  devil)  is  sure  to  give  it  his 
undivided  attention,  and  if  he  can  influence 
the  choir  to  believe,  and  get  the  co -opera- 
tirin  of  the  preacher,  that  the  success  of^ 
thjs  church  depends  greatly  upon  the  at-  . 
trftetiveness  of  a good  musical  display,  he 
has  gained  a point. 

It  may  be  asked:  Why  do  you  say  the 
dejvil  is  at  church  during  preaching  hours 
arid  not  on  the  street  corners,  as  we  lfftve 
alWays  supposed?  Do  you  not  know  that 
it  is  the  devil’s  busiaess  to  give  especial 
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attention  to  those  who  are  dpposing  his 
kingdom?  There  is  plenty  of |time  left  to 
he  devoted  to  the  street  corner,  and  Satan 
>»ill  always  lie  found  there , ont  time,  if 
Reeded.  But  the  church  is  tlje  |grrtit  bat- 
tie  ground  and  Satan  is  constantly  there, 
lrirady  to  utilize  any  and  every  Opportunity 
that  m;rtr  he  offered  to  further  the  interests 
of  his  kingdom. 

) Now  the  church  being  responsible  for  the 
choir,  and  accountable  for  its  acts,- as  well 
as  for  those  who  sing  in  it,  whether  they 
fee  Baptists  or  not,  whatever  is  done  in 
tjhe  choir  or  by  that  organisation,  it  goes 
qs  the  act  of  the  church,  for  <h*  choir  ex- 
$ts  by  her  consent  and  authority.* 

| Now  fuppose  that  some  of  the  choir  are 
ill  the  habit  oi  dancing,  playing  progres- 
sive (?)  euchre,  etc.,  and  the  preacher  hav 
ikigdone  what  he  could  in  warning  sinners 
fjo  repent,  now  invites  thefn  to  riianifest 
tiiieir  concern  about  their  soul’i  salvation 
while  the  choir  sings  something  suitable 
4>r  the  occasion.  Is  it  surprising  that  no 
<^nc  moves  under  such  circa  nutation?  Can 
it  lie  expected  that  God  will  bt<ss  a church 
that  has  thus  dishonored.  ;hir^?  Whv 
$hould  there  be  a choir  to  1pk<  charge  of 
^hc  singing  in  church  any  mjofc  than  a se- 
lect few  to  have  charge  of  the  prayer  or 
Any  other  service  that  properly  Mongs  to 
the  ministrations  of  the  pulpit?  J. 

I liclieve  the  facts  will  beat  me*  out  in 
laying  that  God  has  never  blessed  song 
service  dispensed  l>y  church  <?hoira  as  He 
has  blessed,  and  ever  will  l^ess,  the  good 
Old-fashioned  evangelical  music. 

I sec  no  objection  to  a nfuijsical  instru- 
ment in  church,  if  its  use  is  prompted  by 
Hie  right  motive.  But  an; organ  on  the 
floor,  among  the  people,  an<l  in  charge  of 
a consecrated  man  or  wonitjn,  to  lead  the 
Congregation  id  the  song  service,  jis  help- 
ful in  preparing  the  hearts  of  tlte  people 
for  service.
